Direct Restudy 
Of Belle Haven, 


Shop Area Plans 


City Planning Consultant H. 
Wise has been directed to restudy 
proposed street patterns around the 
business district and to make new 
recommendations for the Belle Ha- 
ven area, with an eye to revising the 
present proposed master plan. 

The directions were given by the 
Menlo Park planning commission, 
follcwing a lengthy informal rneet- 
ing Monday night. 

Following the new studies, Wise 
is to bring reports, together with 
new recommendations, befcre the 
commission, The recommendations 
may be ready by next Monday 
night. 

“The commission is restudying the 
reads around the central business 
district,”” Wise said yesterday, “with 
an eye to reducing the 
area which would be taken from the 
north side of Oak Grove avenue, the 


south side of Menlo avenue and the| 


east side of University drive. 
‘CAN BE WORKED OUT’ 

“T believe that the necessary right 
of way viidths can be worked out, 
without damage to adjacent resi- 
dential property.” 

Wise also reiterated the commis- 


sion’s stand that the cost of the pro- 
pesed street widening would be 
borne by business area property 


owners, who would benefit. 

“Ne one has ever caid thet resi- 
dentic] property north of Oak 
Grove avenue or south of Menlo 
zvenue would te included in as- 
sessment districts; the commission 
Monday night reaffirmed their 
stand that if streets have to be 
widened, the cost would be borne 
by business properties in the cen- 
tral business district.” 

Turning te the Belle Haven area, 
Wise said the planning commission 
took into consideration the fact that 
land use there has changed radical- 
ly since his first surveys were made 
last year. 

At the present time, he said, he is 
studying an alternate site for a pro- 
posed recreation park in Belle Haven 
with the cooperation of the Belle 
Haven Residents’ asscciaticn. 
NEW MAP 

“Last weekend, a new land use 
map of Belle Haven was made up. It 
shows a tremendous number of sin- 
gle-family dwellings which have 
been erected in the pest year. 

“For instance, in the originally- 
‘proposed park site, vacant at the 
time of last year’s land use survey, 
there are now four duplex units. Ac- 
quiring the land would now cost 
about $606,000 more than originally 
anticipated.”

the Belle Haven area, also; mainly

TIME TO THINK 


Two local districts soon will ask the voters to approve two; 
bond issues. Sequoia Hospital will seek $985,000 to construct 
a new 98-bed wing. The Menlo Park Sanitary District will ask 
for about $300,000 for new sewer mains. 

The fate of bond issues in recent montiis has been unfor-| 
tunate, partly because the public has not been properly and 
fully informed of the needs and partly because of an under- 
standable reluctance by the already staggering taxpayer to} 
vote more taxes for anything. 

But both of the proposed measures are of such importance |; 
to the community that the Recorder urges all’ voters to start 
thinking about them now and resolve to assure their passage. 

The sanitary district, in a similar bond election last spring 
failed to gain the necessary two-thirds majority, although more | 
than half of the votes were affirmative. 

But failure of the bonds does not let the district “off the; 
hook”. 

The district must provide adequate sanitary facilities, onik 
sewer lines that overflow and allow raw sewage to run in the 
streets certainly are not adequate. It is understandable that 
they should need replacement when one considers the growth 
that has occurred in this area in the 40 years since the pipes 
were laid. 

If the district cannot raise the money through bonds to 
finance the improvement, there is no choice but to install the; 


texation over a long period. Otherwise, a considerable 
tax increase will be necessary immediately. We have the 
choice of how we shall pay. The district has no choice at 
all; the sewers must be put in. 

Added to these arguments, we now have the recommen-| 
dation of the county health department that, until the problem 
is solved, all new building in Menlo. Park should cease. That} 
would be drastic. And still it would accomplish nothing. The 
sewers overflowed last winter with the number of homes already 
built. They can be expected to overflow again next. winter 
whether or not additional homes are constructed. 

The proposed hospital bond issue is a larger one, but 
it. is even. easier to take. The hospital directors have 
shown that the new wing can be built with the new bonds | 
and the tax rate need not go up. | 

This is possible because the hospital is now self-supporting | 


—that is,.it is paying its own expenses of maintenance-—and! 
the sum of 16 cents per $100 of assessed valuation set up for| 
maintenance in the tax rate can be reduced or eliminated. | 

Thus, financially, this bond issue will not be hard to take. | 
Is the new wing necessary? | 

Six hundred and twelve patients put to bed in the halls 
during the past year are an answer to that question. 

Not all of the 612 can speak for themselves. Some of them 
died without receiving the benefit of proper bed facitities. 

By the time the new hospital wing is ready for use, even 
if construction were to begin today, the expected load on the 
total facilities, from the expanding population of the district, 
will be pressing hard upon it. 

During the few weeks remaining before both issues are 
presented to the voters, we urge everyone to study the needs. 
Study them and consider whether we have any choice but to 
vote yes.

The man does not choose whether or not he will buy 
foed.. A community should nct choose between buying or not 
buying its health.

It would halt the city’s most im- 
industry, construction,

And it would not prevent a break- 
down of the s¢wer system from ov- 
erloads this winter o-iginating | 
from existing structures plus those 
new under construction. 

When the Menlo Park Sanitarv| 
District bond issue was defeated at 
the polls lest April, it was done be- | 
cause few of us realized the critical 
need for the work, while all of us! 
are hit by crippling taxation, prin- | 
cipally federal. The sanitary dis- 
trict is again going to place the bond | 
issue hefore the electors. We are de- 
luged with bond issues, but this is 
one that is vital and must be ap- 
proved. 


Aid to Aged Found 
Relatively Static 


Aged aid cases and costs in San 
Mateo county and throughout Cali- 
fornia were relatively static during 
the 1951-52 fiscal year, Califcrnia 
Taxpayers’ association says.

Can Be Useful 


Just as the names Lucy, Helen 
and Jim are. repeated countless 
times in other families, so the spe- 
cies names occur again and again 
in other genus. 

A plant's name is written like 
those in a telephone book: last name 
(genus), first name (species), and 
a middle name if extra identification 
is necessary. 

TELL ORIGIN 

Species names serve a good and 
definite purpose. They really tell 
something about the character of 
that member of the family. just as 
the name Frances means “free.” 

Some species names tell us where 
the plant was first found or develop- 
ed. 

Mexicanus, therefore, refers to 
Mexico: arizonicus (Arizona), cana- 


and chinensis (China). 

Those not so readily identifiable 
include kewensis, which refers to 
the Royal Botanic Garden at Kew 
in England, catawbiensis to the Cat- 
awba River of North Carolina, and 
amurensis to the Amur River of Si- 
beria.
